Washington, September 14.— 
“Cotton showed little or no im- 
Drovement during the week and 
continues mostly in verv poor to 
poor condition.” according to the | 
weekly review of crop conditions | 
contained today in the national | 
weather and crop bulletin. | 

Unseasonable weather continued | 
in the cotton belt, rainfall being | 
unprecedentedly heavy In some cen-| 
tral and southwestern counties of 
Texas, where great damage was 
done. Plants were somewhat re- 
vived by rainfall, however, in other 
sections of the state, the report 
said. 

In eastern localities the hot.and 
dry weather continued to halt the 
crop’s growth, plants in South Caro- 
lina losing vigor and shedding bad- 
ly. There also was complaint of 
some shedding in North Carolina. 

Cotton was reported “very poor” 
in Georgia and “apparently beyond 
possible improvement.” Progress 
Was generally poor, in other. sec- 
tions of the belt, according to the 
review. 

Bolls were said to be opening fast 
generally with picking and ginning 
progressing rapidly in most central 
and eastern districts, but harvest- 
ing was considerably interrupted in 
many western sections by rain. 

Rain also delayed harvesting of 
rice in the lower Mississippi valley, 
but the late crop was benefited and 
harvest of a “good crop” was be- 
gun in Arkansas. 

While corn was reported mostly 
beyond frost danger generally, late 
corn was in need of moisture in 
many southeastern and middle At- 
lantic coast sections. 

Sugar beets made good growth 
under favorable weather conditions, 
the report said. Sugar cane con-

DEFENDANT COLLAPSES 
AFTER SENTENCE 


Officer Was Shot by Car- 
ter While Raiding. the 
Still of the Latter Near 
Blackshear. 


Blackshear, Ga., September 14.— 
(Special.)—Found guilty of first de- 
gree murder, with no recommenda- 
tion for mercy, Mage Carter, chare- 
ed with having slain Sheriff J. W. 
Robinson, of Pierce county, at a 
still near this city August 23, was 
Sentenced late today to be hanged 
October 28. Roy Carter, his broth- 
er, Will now be placed on trial. 

The verdict was returned by the 
jury after considering the case 
less than an hour, Evidence in the 
trial was finished tnis morning, and 
following Carter’s dramatic: state- 
ment to the jury, arguments were 
started immediately. 

At the conclusion of his ‘state- 
ment, Carter admitted that he had 
Shot the ofticer. but declared that 
he had fired “on the spur of the 
moment” after being ordered bv the 
sheriff to “throw up your hands, or 
V']l shoot you.’’ 


Carter's Statement. 


“Gentlemen of the jury. my moth- 
er Gied when I was 16 years old, 
that put me eight years without 
a mother. I strayed off in the 
world and worked first one place 
and . another. I haven’t had no 
chance and I come back to hame to 
see my father and brothers and 
sisters and I happened to this luck 
down there in the swamps. Every- 
body else was making liquor round 
and about that I heard of, and I 
decided I would make some. 

“I went down there and put up 
some stuff and was there running 
liquor and Johnnie’ Aspinwall— 
Buddy Aspinwall they call him—he 
came down there about 12 o'clock in 
the day. 

“He wanted a quart of liquor and 
I gave him a quart. He went out 
and about thirty minutes somebody 
came in there. and as they were 
eomi'res through the bushes” they 
throwed a gun on me and they say 
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‘China. Tuesday,

For years Uncle Remus and Mr. 
Gomperg had been friends. Each 
respected the ability of the other. 
Many letters passed between them 
and to no friénd was the death of 
Dixie's story-teller a greater blow 
than to the labor leader.

“What do. you wish to do first,” 
inquired a member of the recep- 
tion committee to Mr. Gompers on 
his arrivel at the Brookwood sta- 
tion Wednesday morning.

fall-sown oats, declared Director J. 
N. Harper, of the southern soil im- 
provement committee, Wednesday. 
Oats do well in Georgia when plant- 
ed in fertile soil, he said, adding 
that land that wil] produce a half- 
bale of cotton per acre will make 
at least thirty bushels of oats. Bet- 
ter returns than this may be ex- 
pected where the seedbed is well 
prepared, good, plump, heavy seed 
used, and the crop liberaliy fer- 
tilized, he said. 

There is a three-way profit in the 
crop, believes Mr. Harper. He ex- 
plained that it furnishes grain and 
roughage for the live stock, pre- 
vents the washing and erosion of 
the land durine winter. and gath- 
ers in its tissues the plant food 
that would have been lost by leach- 
ing during the mild days of win- 
ter. There is another profit gained 
by some farmers in that the oats 
may be pastured to some extent in 
Winter, though this decreases the 
yield of grain. he pointed out. 

Mr. Harper said that for best re- 
sults oats should be planted in the 
drill. This insures a better stand 
and there is not such a great per- 
centage of the crop winter-killed, 
he said, declaring that not so much 
seed is required for planting and 
the vields are greater than when 
the cron is sown broadcast.

Washington. September 14.— 
Those who are disturbed over the 
5,735,000 unemployed of today over- 
look that in 1914 there Were seven 
million out of work. a larger per- 
centage of whom were men and ac- 
tual bread-winners than in the 
present unemployed, Secretary Da- 
vis said today in a statement. 

Declaring that the country has 
just passed through a period when 
every effort was made to induce 
women and others who had not 
worked for wages or salaries be- 
fore to “work and Save starving 
Europe,”sMr. Davis said present un- 
employment figures include great 
numbers of persons upon Whose 
earnings none actually is gepend- 
ent. é ; 

“While we have our unemployed, 
let uS not forget the 12,000,000 who 
are still at work,” the statement 
said. “A further encouraging fact 
is that $500,000,000 is now avia)- 
able about the country in the form 
of bonds already issued or appro- 
priated by the state, county and 
municipal governments for Public 
works.” 

Luxuries Prosper. 

Positive signs of business recov- 
ery have been furnished by the com- 
missioner of labor statistics. Secre- 
lary Davis declared, adding “some 
of these signs have an aspect of 
their own. I put them out for 

hers to interpret as they please. 
But one must have his head very 
much in the air these days not to 
notice the growing prevalence of 
Silk hosiery and the use of silks 
in general.” 

‘A stir was caused all over the 
country, the statement said, “when 
Senator McCormick called for the 
actual figures on current unemploy- 
ment, and these figures, as supplied 
by the bureau of labor statistics in 
the department of labor, were found 
to be 5,735,000.

The department of labor has re- 
ported no such thing. It did re- 
port that. according to the best 
available estimate that could be 
made, there are 5,735,000 fewer men, 
women and children on the pay rolls 
than thére were in March. 1920, 
There js a difference with a dis- 


tinction. Here is one salient fact 
to be kept in mind—probably not 
more than a third of these 5.735.009 
are the principal bread-winners 0: 
the family. 
- Two Bread-Winners. 

“Taking all the families of the 
United States, there are on the av- 
erage, over two bread-winners to 
every family. If one of these bread- 
winners is unemployed, it serious- 
ly cripples, but it does not neces- 
sarily impoverish the family. Mind 


vou, I am not saying that there is 
not at this time considerable ac- 
tual suffering among our people, 
not that this winter may not bring 
more suffering unless something in- 
telligent and effective is done to 
relieve the situation. I am simply 
calling attention to the fact that 
while unemployment today is a grave 
matter, there are nevertheless about 
ten or twelve millions of our peaple 
at work. And comparativelv few 
families have had the only bread- 
winners put out of a job. 

“Our problem here at home is all 
the harder to solve because it is 
not by any manner of means our 
problems alone. Unemployment is 
world-wide.” 

Discussing efforts to relieve the 
situation, Secretary Davis said that 
the employment service of the de- 
partment of labor was doing all it 
could to niace workers in positions. 
“During the harvest.” he explained, 
“it sent between 55,900 and 60.009 
men to the farms and kept them 
moving as the harvest season moved 
northward.
